I am afraid that all this does not help at all--- because it is 
fhe Bryan information that you want but maybe byt tracing back thru 
some of all these Suttons you may find somethinge 


I wrote May the other day and tol@ her that you were still 
trying to get me in-- that I had heard from you and that I appreciated 
what both of youwere doinge 


If you feel that you went me t try to find ovt more before you 
go to N.C. Twill but I do not Imow where to turn-- J had hoped to 
hear from this Mr Sutton in Fayetteville-- if so I will write youe
